ENACT TARIFF 


BEFORE RECESS 


Congress Won't Rest Until 
Bill Becomes Law 


Plan to Place Measure on 
‘Books by October 1 
Members to Return Home in 
Time for Election 


fEXCIASIVE DISPATCH} 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.—That 

Congress will be kept on the job 
until the tariff bill is enacted into 
law was stated in the House to- 
day by Representative Mondell, 
Wyoming, Republican leader. Mr. 
Mondell informed the House that 
indications are that the confer- 
ence report will be ready much 
sooner than was anticipated and 
that the plans for a recesg of a 
month or more have been given 
up. 
Mr. Mondell indicated that the 
House may have a few days’ rest 
afier the administration coal dis- | 
tribution bill is passed, but that 
there will be no opportunity for 
an extended vacation. 

Republican conferees of both 
the Senate and House continue to 
express confidence that the con- 
ference report will be ready about 
the middle of . September, and 
that it should be possible to place 
the new tariff law on the atatute 
books by about October 1, or more 
than a month in advance of the 
November elections. 


RUSH TO FIX FENCES 

The plan is for Congress to 
take final adjournment immediate- 
ly afier action on the tariff bill 
which will allow members to re- 
turn to their home States to en- 
gage in the campaign. 

Nearly all the agitation for ap- 
pointment of final tariff action 
until after the election has come 
from outside interests which for 
one reason or another are against 
the enactment of a protective 
tariff. The Republican leaders 
in both houses have been prac- 
tically unanimous for several weeks 
on the proposition of completing 
the tariff legislation at the earliest 
possible moment. 


TARIFF PROGRESSES 
The conferees continued to make 
Satisfactory progress in their 
consideration of the bill today. 
They have completed action ten- 
tatively on practically all duties 
in the chemical schedule except 
those on dyes and also have gone 
through the schedule relating to 
earths, earthenware, and glass- 
ware. Items in the metals sched- 


ule were under consideration to- 
day. 

Pressure is being brought to 
bear by high protectionists for 


the rejection by the conferees of 
the Senate amendment authoriz- 
ing the establishment of free for- 
eign trade zowes at American ports. 
The high protectionists are fear- 
ful that the establishment of free 
ports will be a blow to American 
industries. It is considered prob- 
able that the amendment will be 
rejected.

BLOOD PRESSURE—Part II 

Yesterday 1 told you, among 
other things about blood pressure, 
that the normal adult systolic b. p. 
should be about 100 plus one-half 
the age. This rule has been de- 
ducted from the blood pressure of 
thousands of normal adults. — 
data were taken from the Ne 
York life insurante statistics. 

Should you desire to, and can 
you keep your blood pressure nor- 
mal? Is there any danger in -a 
high blood pressure? Yes, to both 
of those questions. 

Many physicians maintain that 
high blood pressure is neither a 
disease nor a symptom of disease, 
but is merely a physiologic re- 
sponse of nature to meet some cir- 
culatory need, and in itaelf should 
not be interfered with unless na- 
ture loses control. The thing to 
do is to remove the cause of the 


n. b. p. 
However, 1 the authorities 
agree that prolonged h. p. 


will eventually cause a hardening 
and degeneration of the arteries— 
arterio-sclerosis. Arterio-sclerosis 
may, in turn, make the pressure 
still higher and this is a mean cir- 
cle. The heart having to over- 
work so much to pump the blood 
through the rigid pipes, may final- 
ly go on a strike and ‘decide to 
quit. The cerebral and kidney er- 
teries may become affected, and 
this obviously ts bad business. 

One would be apt to feel a bit 
uncomfortable, I imagine, if one 
thought that any moment one of 
the arteries in either location was 
going to spring a leak and flood 
the place. I wouldn't speak of 
such a d ble thing did I 
not believe that it is an unneces- 
sary accident and is preventable. 

We will review the causes of 
high blood pressure. 

(1.) Pasychic—fear, excitement, 
anger, excess worry. All these can 
produce a temporary " 
internists say this is largely be- 
cause of the pouring into the blood 
stream of the powerful secreticns 
of the ductless glands. 
emotions are indulged into too fre- 
quently, there may be a perma- 
nent y of the blood pressure.

overeating of starches, sugars and 
fats, causing obesity? Overexer- 
tion to great fatigue? Chronic 
poisoning from decayed teeth, 
diseased tonsils or other spots of 
infection? Drugs, excess, teu. cof- 
fec, tobacco? Are you loading your 
body with excess fat, making your 
heart work many times harder to 
drive the blood through the up- 
holstering, and finally degenerats 
to fat itself? 

Whatever you are doing, if you 
want to lower your pressure cease 
and talking about it-—— 
except to your physician—and bid. 
the cause of your trouble a force- 
ful farewell. 

Most overweight individuals have 
high blood pressure. Reducing the 
weight reduces “this markedly and 
quickly. Hundreds of the F. F. F. 
who have written to me telling 
me how much they have lost by 
following our course of reduction, 
also tell me that their blood pres- 
sures have been lowered. One of 
our followers reduced her weight 
forty pounds and her b. p. forty 
points. It ee 180 when she be- 
gan our coufse, on her physician's 
recommendation. and when she 
wrote four months after beginning 
counting the Causatic Calorie it 
was 140. 

Low blood pressure, while it is 
usually found in the debilitating 
diseases such as anemia and tuber- 
culosis, is found in many individ- 
uals apparently in perfect health. 
It alone is not considered by the 
insurance companies, 1 am in- 
formed, as a debar to insurance. 

It has been demonstrated recent- 
ly that the drinking,of a quart or 
two of water more n the usual! 
amount during the day will lower 
the blood pressure. This is ex- 
plained by the theory that thie 
poisons which have been causing 
the constrictions of the arteries 
are diluted. There may be a temp- 
o rise before the pressure fal 
— is should be used with cau- 
tion. It would be better, it seems 
to me, to stop the supply of poison. 

Remember not to allow your 
thoughts to dwell on your high 
b pressure. Worry over you 
condition will increase it.
